HI.—Butterflies and Moths. 
N 


O one who has ever watched 


the development of ti great, 
disgusting green worm into 
one of tne most beautiful of 


God's creatures can fall to be ever aft- 
er interested in such subjects a a the 
one at^tbo head ot this article unless 
bis taste has been so blunted that he 
can see no more beauty ol coloring In 
tfi» rainbow tl<aa in a penny valentine. 


The beauty of these little, scaly 


winged creatures does not end with 
what we see with tbe unaided eye, but 
the microscope shows us that what 
appears like dust on the wings of but- 
terflies and moths is really composed 
oSf minute scales of BO delicate sym- 
metry as to mnke one wonder anew at 
the perfection of nature's handiwork. 
And this is not" ail, for these little, 
feathery scales-scon through the mi- 
croscope arc sufficient to Identify the 
speciea of the insect from which they 
were taken. These scales ire what 
give color to the wings. They nrt.- fas- 
tened to them by short steins und ad- 
here to the Qugcrs when we BuLze one 
of the insects by tho wings. The au- 
thor was onco examining some water 
from a stagnant pool when suddenly 
there came into sight one of tlie.«e 
scales, which be immediately recog- 
nized ns coming from the wing of a 
hawk moth. lie called to a Ind who 
had been a zealous assistant and v,ho 
had only a few days before clapped his 
hands in .excitement on viewing- for 
tbe first time the scales of this Insect 
and of two other spfciea which he had 
captured and brought in to show hii 
prowess. The lad, not knowing what 
he should see, looked through the in- 
strument for a moment, then glanced 
up at the author and exclaimed "Oti! 
Did thwt pretty hawk moth bathe in 
that filthy water?" 


As these scaly winged insects all 


pass through about the bame clmngc!i 
in their^le%elopnient from tL«* egg to 
tho perfect insect, a description of the 
metamorphosis of one fapceies will be 
sufliciont for the purpose of this short 
article. 
We will take for our illustra- 


tion the hawk rnotb, sometimes called 
the humming bird moth from its ie- 
semblance to that falrylike little crea- 
ture when it is probing a flower for 
honey. It is also sometimes called the 
five spotted sphinx. 


Some line day after the cold spring 


weather has passed the mother moth 
searches out a potato or a tomato 
plant, for the leaves of one of these 
plants furnished her with food when 
she was only a baby worm, and she 
instinctively places her eggs, on one of 
them that her children may flnd plenty 
of nourishing food ready for them 
wh"u a fow de ys later they shall 
emt rge from th« tiny eggs. 
Should 


the weather be warm and pleasant 
the leaf will be swarming with a hun- 
dred or more little wriggling, worm- 
like lame within a week or ten days, 
all of them eating, eating, eating, as 
though that were tbeir only mission In 
life. In fact, this' seems to be their 
only mission for tbe following three or 
four weeks, as they eat about twice 
their own weight dally, and in a few 
weeks*they^t>ecoino great_green potato 
worms from three to four inches long, 
each, weighing about 20,000 times as 
much as when it left the egg. It does 
stop eating, however, every' few days 
when it has grown so large that Its 
skin will not hold more. At such times 
it rests for avrhlle. Its skin turns to 
a grayish color, and It seems to be 
getting prematurely old. Then it bows 
its back, swells out each ring in the 
middle part of its body and bursts the 
skin open along the back. Now, with 
a little struggle, it draws out Its head 
and a moment later its tall from the 
old skin and emerges In a bright new 
suit. The author once saw a—cateipll 
lar go through the whole of this molt- 


ng process In a little loss than two 
minutes. Caterpillars shed tbeir skills 
.n tins way four or five times before 
they bare attained their full size ' 
iThey are now three or four inches 
long, and as they arc full of rich 
juices they are often chosen by the 
ichneumon Hies as a fit place In which 
to deposit their eggs HO that when they 
batch the young grubs will be sur- 
rounded by an abundance of food. 


When the caterpillar of the hawk 


moth lias sbed Its bklu for the Inst 
tlmo anU again gorged itself with food 
toward the close of summer, It crawls 
down from the plant on which It has 
been feeding and buries itself iu the - 
ground, where the skin thickens and 
tiardens and changes to a brownish col- 
or, and a long tube grows and bcnda 
over so us to resemble tbe handle of a 
pltehcr. In this pupa state the cater- 
pillar rcznalnH until spring, when It 
bursts fn«n its wrappings and comes 
out of tliO ground a beautiful moth, 
ready to repent the utrangc life of Its 
aneesrtora. The jug handle of the pupa 
contains the future znotb'0 tnbular 
tongue, which It kjcops coiled up like 
the hnlrsiwlng of a -watch «reept when 
It uses !t to probe for honey In the deep 
corolla of Borne flower while still on 
the wing, like a humming bird. This 
tongue, or prooo«tt.iis, la often flve or 
six Inches long. 


Wonderful are the changes •wrought 


In the caterpillar while It lies burled 
from our flight In Mother Earth. Tho 
mouth, with strong j.iws, working hor- 
izontally for the mastication of vege- 
table food, rnubt be changed to a uuc- 
torial mouth, Cited to suck tip tho nec- 
tar of ttie flowers, and the remainder 
of the digestive apparntiw must b_- 
changed to digest the new kind of 
food. 
Ten of the sixteen legs of the 


caterpillar mubt be ubsorbt.il. leaving 
only the six true U-gu of the peVfect In- 
sect. To tho system of nlr tubes open- 
ing through little mouths along each 
side of the body to suppl;. ^Ji? nocos- 
sary air for the cnii'ntillar mint be 
added four or live sackliKc lungs in 
different p.irts of the bod}.

All oL the cutLMpHtiiib are tho lartj* 


of either ljutt«TiHi*» or moths, and ail 
arc worrullke in form, so much bo tlu. 
most of them art; oftun mistaken lor 
worms. Nearly all of them have two 
or inoio pairs, of Juws, which worU 
horizontally instead of vertically, like 
thuse ol1 higher "animals, nnu tome of 
them have a glz/ard with teeth for 
still further grinding food. Nearly all 
are vegetable; feeders, and bomo of 
them do much damage to growing 
crept.. The common canker worm, for 
example, destroys mn ny of our cur- 
runt blossoms and the foliage buds of 
many of our cultivated trees. 
You 


often bcu It hanging by a silken thread 
of its own spinning from the apple, 
plum, cherry or other fruJt trees. It 
Is one of tbii many measuring worms 
which children take delight In watch- 
ing. 


The cutworm, is the caterpillar of a 


pretty little <mlet moth and does much 
damage to our gardens by cutting 
down the tender cucumber, sqaasband 
tomato plants, and it sometimes^de- 
stroys ivhole fields of beans, cabbages,, 
potatoes and other vegetables. 
The 


army worm., cotton worm and-apple 
worm are also very destructive, and 
these are all caterpillars. 


The clothes moth deposits its eggs In 


'fur, wood, feathers, etc., and the little 
caterpillar appears in from five to ten 
days and begins to feed, constructing 
a portable cylindrical case of the wool 
or fur upon which it is feeding. 
It 


Iea\ ea this tube open an6l lines it with 
silk spun from its own body. As it In- 
creases In size it enlarges its portable 
housa( by splitting the tube and insert- 
ing1 a gore first at one end and then at 
the other. 
It is Ycry destructive to 


clothing, furs, etc., for it thrusts its 
head out of one end of the tube and 
eats as ravenously as its vegetarian 
relatives. 


While most of the insects of this 


order are destructive to a greater or 
less extent of that which Is useful to 
men, one of them, the silkworm, proj_ 
duccs tbe_ material for a fabric which

History tells us that in the oarlj part 
of the hKth century A. I>. a C,\tuolic 
missionary huecocded In c'trijin^ nway 
some of the cgg.s, or cocoons Iu n bam- 
boo walking stick and thut ho took 
them to the Emperor Justinian, from 
those tho silk culture of southern 
Europe grew to be of great commer- 
cial importance within a few years. 


The silkworm in Its mature state is a 


clumsy moth, with a body much larger 
in proportion to the size of the "wings 
than tho bodies of other moths. Thib 
disproportion la so great In tho female 
that she does not fly. Tho male is 
much more active. The caterpillars 
are ravenous eaters. Those coming 
from a single ounce of eggs cat, on an 
average, three-fifths of a ton of mul- 
berry leaves and produce about 1110 
pounds of cocoon*. The female dies 
verj- boon after laying her t-Rgs. 


The full grown caterpillar, instead of 


bijrylng itself in the ground to pass 
through tho pupa state, as does the 
caterpillar of lac bawk moth, winds it- 
self In a ball of silk which issues from 
frtvo little aplnneiets near tho mouth. 
This 
process 
requires 
about 
two 


months, and when the cocoon is flnlbh- 
cd It Is about the size and ubupc of a 
large etaed pigeon's egg. 
The Bilk 


from tbe cocoon of tbo inalo la both 
finer and stronger than that from the 
cocoon of the female. 


There Is but one American tpccles 


of silkworm which bos proved to be 
very profitable as a ailk spinner, the 
polyphemus. This la a largo, beauti- 
ful moth, and It wrape fta cocoon iu 
one or more leaves, 


If any of the younff people who rcud 


Ihls article should euro to study either 
butterflies or moths, they nhoulil ""re- 
member thai any caterpillar kept in 
confinement rntast have pU-uty of fresh 
nlr and plenty of fresh food of tho kind 
upon which It la feeding when found. 
They should albO be careful- not to 
kwp the pupa too warm. If tbe potato 
worm i« In your collectioiv furnish 
frwh tlirt for It to hick- Itnolf In when 
it Is ready for the change to the pupa 
state and then keep it In a cool place. 
A cool cellar will do.
